When n voung man wishes to marry, he apenks
b his  parents, who arrange the matter with
pose of Wie Indy chosen, and swaly are sent to
ropose in due forni; the amonnt of the corhollly
settled, ns well as that of the baseh parasi, or
tad money presented by the snitor to the
bther of his intendod, and then the gody, or
otrothal, takes place. This Is a ceremony of
reat interest to all  Bulgarions, who have’ the
e tastes ns those commemorated in the songs
Bout thelr great heroes, of which the constant
orns Is:

When hie 1s given over by the witch, he pre-
pures for the passage from life to an unknown
world with o sang froid strongly resembling
cournge, buit which is merely the resualt of a
fatallsm arising from apathy,  He bargalns with
the papas as to the price of his burlal, orders the
mortuiry fonsts, and, In short, prepares himsolf
var'y quielly 1o ropose in the grave which is
alfendy dug for him.

At the noment of denth, all pots, kettles, and
other utensils are turned upside down, in order
to provent the soul of the doparted taking refuge
i one of them, and therefore commencing o
svatem of annoyance against the fumily, eandles
or tapers are e around the body; and the head
Ir dressed  with flowers; n great efkon (picture
01 u snint) 1s placed upon the brenst, the body is
clothed In its best clothes, or in some »pm-lfﬂly
maide for the purpose, and o pair of slippers,
while all the members of the faeaily run outside
and serenm a lamentation,) which is generally
nlter this fashion:—

Who will out wood for as now?

(Shrfeks sud how!ls,)
““Wito will kill the sheop,
Or who will take care of the poor buffsloes?

Five minutes afterwards an araba, with a
eouple of oxen or buffaloes, is brought round,
containing o ladder, on which the corpse is
placed without either shroud or coffing but only
Lwo nien aceoinpany it, one to drive, the other
to act ws sexton: arrived at the cemetery, the
bodyds thrown lnto the grave, o fow spadefils
of curth thrown upon it, perhaps a stone Is
pliaced, and all 4 Over. No burial serviee is
ever =ald, for nlthough a minimoam sam of {orty
plusters must be pald to the papas for every
burial, he never appears, nor. in any way oil-
clates: 11 the family ehoose to have masses said
for the soul off the dead, they must make a new
bargain, but in the country it is not much the
faslilon,

The sgame evening there is o groat death-feast
of rélations and friends in the house of mourn-
ing, which is repeated in ten days, and again at
the expiration of one month, three months, six
months, 4 year, and three years; these are called
in Bulgarian pominkd, commemorations. If the
dead man leaves n widow, she goes to the grave
every morning for forty days, and throws wiater
over it, =0 that he may not die of thirst,” Be-
sides the i-l-miul-\l. the Dulgarians hold a feast in
the cemetery on Palm Sunday, and after much
cating and drinking. loave the remains upon the
praves of shelr friends, who, they are persunded,
will eat them during the night; on Easter Monday
an Easter e is placed on each grave,

The Bulgarian mourning, which is worn only
by women, consists In wearing every article of
telothing inslde out: as with us, it varies in dura-
lon according to the consanguinity of the rela-
tion lost: that of u widow is tixed al one yoeoar.—
Applelon’'s Journal.

—A correspondent of the Cologne Gawile in
the solith of France writes as follows about the
French provinelsl press:—*A striking illustra-
tion of the mental stagnntion of French pro-
vincial life i afforded by the wealthy commereinl
town of Cette, which, with 30,000 Inhabitants,
bas not a single periodical newspaper, either
politieal or literary, nor even an advertisement
sheet, but is satistied with a lthographed list of
the quotations on the exchange, In the depart-
ment of the Heraplt, which contains 400,000 in-
bubitants, the only representatives of the politi-
el press are LWo newspajers wppearing at Mont-
pellier, the capital. Of these one is the organ
of the Government, the other that ot the opposi-
tion,  Both are mere echoes of the Parisian
newspapers, utterly destiinte of original views,
and full of that washy Paris possip which forms
the chief attruction of the French provineial
press, . o . As for the two non-political
papers of Montpellier, Le Lapin and Le Papillon,
they are unspenkably gilly and trivial.”
